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Website Accessibility 

The City recently launched a 
website asking for input on how 
to spend the $23 million fund 
that the city received under the 
American Rescue Plan Act. In 
good news, the city hired Bang 
the Table Pty Ltd. to build the 
website. Bang the Table has built 
the website with accessibility as a 
key focus and has set up a dedi- 
cated feedback line for receiving 
accessibility complaints. 

This is, without a doubt, an 
unmitigated good. But, it also 
means that we as residents should 
stop accepting anything less from 
the city council than a full com- 
mitment to accessibility. If the 
council can build an accessible 
website in just a few months, 
why do they continue to allow 
Granicus to maintain the city’s 
main website while displaying an 
absolute disregard for accessibil- 
ity? Why do they continue to 
fuse to pay for quality captioning 
on the videos of work sessions 
and council meetings? Why have 
in-person meetings returned but 
without an interpreter present so 
that hearing-impaired residents 
can attend? Why do the city’s 
social media posts often include 
information only in images, ren- 
dering the information inacces- 
sible to residents who use screen 
readers? 

The city council has the tools 
and ability to make our great city 
a leader in accessibility; they 
have demonstrated this clearly 
with the fantastic work that went 
into building engagegreenbelt.org.

enslaved people. 
Histories and stories about in- 
digenous women have also been 
omitted from our history books. 
Susan LaFlesche Picotte lived in 
the 19th and early 20th centuries. 
A member of the Omaha Tribe 
in Nebraska, she is the first of 
her nation to earn a medical 
degree. She campaigned for bet- 
ter care for residents living on 
reservations who were afflicted by 
tuberculosis and alcoholism, and 
opened a hospital on the reserva- 
tion to help improve health ser- 
vices for the Native population 
Jovita Idir was a Mexic 
American journalist and suffrag- 
ette born in Laredo, Texas. She 
fought against the discrimination 
against Mexican people by the 
local, state and federal govern 
ments through her journalism 
at El Progreso newspaper. Idir 
helped organize the first Mexican 
Congress in order to encourage 
political participation and to bring 
awareness to the substandard pay 
and living conditions of Mexican 
American communities in Texa 
The story of the Warsaw Ghet- 
to has been read about and se 
in documentaries, However, the 
stories of many courageous wom- 
en like Vladk Meed are probably 
not known by the general public. 
Meed used a false identification 
card from 1940 to 1942 on the 
Aryan side of Warsaw to smuggle 
arms to Jewish fighters and also 
helped Jews 
ghetto. (Holocaus 
During World War II, two 
Chinese American women joined 
the Women Air Force Service 
Pilots (WASP) program. Hazel 
Lee and Maggie Gee flew non- 
combatant missions such as tra 
porting planes between bases, 
hauling gunnery targets to be shot 
at by male bomber pilot trainees 
and tested military aircraft. Roles 
that women played during WWII 
are still being revealed. 
The 6888th Postal Battalion 
of the Women’s Army Corps is

just being recognized this year 
with the Congressional Medal of 
Honor for their work under very 
harsh conditions during WWII 
They were the only African 
American women sent overseas 
and they were ix months 
to sort and clear out 17 million 
pieces of American and Allied 
mail.

Their motto: “No Mail, 
Low Morale.”

House Featured Handbell Choir

Imagine performing a song 
with a group of people — but the 
twist is each individual can only 
produce one or two notes. This 
the exhilarating challenge of play 
ing in a handbell choir. Hand- 
bells can be played by anyone 
from the experienced musician to 
someone with no ability to read 
music. 

Four players with The Ecu- 
menical Joy Ringers welcomed 
people intrigued by handbells to 
an open house at Mowatt Memo- 
rial United Methodist Church. 
Since 2017, the group has been 
led by Amy Murray-Krafi, also 
musical director at St. John Lu- 
theran Church in Riverdale. 

“You need to be able to count 
to four. Then you count to four 
again,” Mowatt lay leader and 
avid ringer Ellen Noll said, ex- 
plaining how to read sheet music 
to a novice, “It’s a great instru- 
ment for newbies because you 
just have one bell.” Ringers can 
add a second bell or more as 
they learn new techniques. Color 
coding the sheet music can also 
cue a ringer to play bells marked 
with those colors — since most 
players play only two bells, even 
someone with no experience read- 
ing sheet music can follow the 
color cues to ring the bells they 
are holding at the right times. 

Mother-daughter duo Kris 
and Amanda Wilhelm joined the 
handbell choir at Mowatt after 
the enforced isolation of the pan- 
demic. “I was stuck at home and 
needed an outlet for creativity 
and this was perfect. I was so 
happy to be creative again, be 
with other people and make mu- 
sic,” Amanda said, The Tuesday 
night rehearsal provides camara- 
derie, fellowship and fun 

Handbells are specially tuned 
bells, with a hinged clapper that 
allows a player to produce notes 
in rhythm with precision. The set 
of bells used at Mowatt ranges 
three full octaves, from the C 
below middle C to two octaves

Kristen Weaver, Judith Davis, Ric 
Gordon, Colin Byrd and Rod- 
ney Roberts. City Planner Molly 
Porter and Acting City Manager 
Timothy George were also pres- 
ent. Councilmember Silke Pope 
was not in attendance. 

Porter began the council dis- 
cussion by presenting 
on four different cities, the repa- 
rations commissions they had in 
\d how they began, These 
included Evanston, Ill.; 
Asheville and Carrboro, N.C.: 
and Providence, R.1. The popula- 
tions in these cities range from 
21,295 to 190,934, 

Byrd pointed out that there 
are other jurisdictions that have 
weighed in on the issue, for 
example Detroit, Both Detroit 
and Greenbelt, he said, recently 
passed referendums and have 
similar demographics, 

Davis was also concerned 
about why the City of Col 
Park was not included in the 
presentation, given its proxim- 
ity and similarities to Greenbelt, 
“When staff was picking these, 
we focused mostly on reparations 
efforts that were citywide,” re- 
sponded Porter, “College Park is 
more specifically addressing the 
Lakeland neighborhood.” 

In addition to concern about 
population and demographic in- 
consistencies, the idea of a sti- 
pend or compensation for the 
commission's effort brought 
into the discussion, “We've never 
paid a board or a committee in 
the past,” responded Roberts. 
He believes that once this issue 
comes out, the people who 
about the community will take 
part willingly. 

Budgetary concerns and time- 
line matters were discussed as 
well as whether or not the com- 
mittee will be a short- or long- 
term project, and how much the

ZIP Code 20770 Has Covid-19 
In the Rear-view Mirror Now

The only data easily available 
organized by ZIP code is that of 
daily new and cumulative 
There are no obviously available 
statistics of deaths or hospitaliza- 
tions using the same geographi- 
cal boundaries so it is hard to 
say just how Greenbelt fared in 
all aspects of the pandemic. But 
there are some general statements 
that can be made and some infer- 
ences that can be drawn from 
county and state statistics. 

The cumulative number of 
cases in 20770 through Thursday, 
March 10 was 4,381 out of the 
city’s approximately 23,000 re 
dents, meaning about 19 percent 
of the ZIP code’s population 
d positive for Covid over the 
two-year period since statistics 
began in March 2020. 

Countywide, 169,218 cases 
were reported during the same 
two-year period and with the 
county’s population of 909,000, 
the case rate is ~18.6 percent 

slightly less overall than for 
20770. State case rates were in 
the same ballpark though lower, 
with state cases overall at ~16 
percent of population. It’s fair to 
say that 20770 did a little worse 
than the Maryland average for 
cases, 

Deaths, Hospitalizations 

For the county, there were 
1,852 deaths and 12,354 hos- 
pitalizations as of March 10. 
The state had over 1 million 
cases and 13,964 deaths. Given 
that 20770’s case numbers are 
relatively close to those of the 
county and the state and as- 
suming the similarity in out- 
comes remains to include hos- 
pitalizations and deaths, 20770°s 
counts for the entire two years of 
Covid-19 would be approximately 
50 deaths and 220 hospitaliza- 
tions, *See note at end.

Dark-skinned women speck- 
led with stars like the universe, 
bright colors reminiscent of neon 
poster paint, jungle images of ivy 
and flowers, elephants and human 
figures in powerful, energetic 
poses enliven the walls at the 
New Deal Café. Work by artist 
GabyNobody currently hangs in 
both the front and back rooms. 

A large mixed media piece 
called “Inner Being” faces the 
front door off Roosevelt Center. 
The piece features a woman sit- 
ting in lotus position, with great 
heaps of hair resembling trail- 
ing ivy, headphones and a large 
elephant’s face looking over her 
shoulder. Ivy literally emerges 
from another mixed media piece 
in the front room, entitled “Abun- 
dance”, These pieces vibrate with 
bright colors and emotional en- 
ergy, “Abundance” 
because the green, hot pink and 
turquoise lines used to outline the 
figure of a woman look like those 
used in cartoons to show move- 
ment, and also like the optical 
effect produced by red and blue 
3D glasses. Vines of artificial 
ivy trail down the front of the 
painting. A pyramid around the 
figure heightens the energy of the 
piece, along with the confronta- 
tional size of the artist’s stylized 
signature, 

The painted backgrounds of 
these pieces seem to quiver with 
energy. They shimmer, vibrate 

















with tension, glowing, but jit- 
tery with contrasting colors. Bold 
brush strokes crackle and fizz, 

Several large pieces in the 
back room feel monumental. 
“Balance” features a garden of 
silk ferns and sunflowers over a 
abinet painted with Earth Mother 
imagery. “Within” juxtaposes sol- 
id color fields of turquoise, black, 
red, green and pale yellow, upon 
which suns, plants, clouds, moons 
and human figures float. A starry 
woman wears a multicolored 
turban, while she and her plant 
sprite companion hold moons, 
with suns behind their heads like 
the halos of saints, “Balance: V2 
reimagines the woman and el- 
ephant, this time in a three panel 
field, with giant black onion blos- 
soms, cherry blossoms and other 
grayscale flowers scattered a 
the surface. This time two el- 
ephants accompany the universe 
woman, and the moon has come 
within her sphere of influenc 

Another three-panel piece en- 
titled “Release” features wild 
vegetative energy, with a nude 
woman striding boldly across the 
scene with long brightly colored 
hair flowing behind her. This 
piece features a garden of silk 
ferns hanging down from the 
bottom 

“Stop Dehumanizing Us” fea- 
tures stick figures set against an 
abstract neon-colored backdrop 
of bright turquoise and pink en- 




















cross 











ergy. The stick figures represent 
protesters holding up giant signs 
that say, Stop Dehumanizing Us. 
In “Together, Unidos”, the peo- 
ple’s faces look like thumbprints, 
Bright pink suns float above the 
people, who are wearing solid- 
color dresses of green, yellow 
and shades of blue. The central 
figure holds a basket of hearts, 
which may connect with the art- 
ist’s statement: “GabyNobody is 
here for survivors of abuse, and 
to help as a guide back to Self- 
Love, transparency and growth, 
She has started by providing art 
therapy through local community 
programs, and will leave pieces 
of a new worldwide village that 
will expand through Art, Love 
and Light.” 

More about “elevated thoughts 
activist” GabyNobody can be 
found at BeYouForYou.net, “a 
platform to Create, Connect and 
Evolve” for seven artists includ- 
ing herself. In addition to her 
original artworks, full-size and 
fun-size prints and bookmarks 
may be purchased by contacting 
the artist or through virtual pay- 
ment apps. The artist herself will 
be available at the Café on April 
15, where she will celebrate her 
30th birthday.
